"Giet of plans for Cealing with North China", 
13 Jamary 1936, 
Policy: 


Tho principal objects to bo borne in mind in dealinz with North China 
ares, aro to assist tho Chinese people in realisin= a solf-sovernmont in 
North China by thonselves, and thus t> let the people enjoy their livos 
and jobs poacofully; also to lot thom adjust thoir relations with Japan 
and Manchoukuo, and thus promote tho mutual wolfaro of those threo nations. 
In ordor to realize the avove objects, wo aro dotormined to give support 
end cuidance to tho now political organization and thus expand and 
stroncthon ite functions. 


Gist of tho plane: 


Territorially speaking, the five provinces of Worth China will be made 
the object of the above-mentioned eelf-zovornnent; but we must de 
careful not to be too eager to onlarze in self-overnnent aroa; on tho 
contrary, wo should first ain at a cradual realisation of self-covern- 
mont in the Hopeh and Chahar provincos as woll as in Peiping and 
Tiontsin citios in accordanco with the points ziven in paragraph 2 

and othore of this lotter, and thus, we should ain at inducing the 
ronaining three provinces to join tho two voluntarily. Our advice 

and suidance to the Hopeh-Chahar political council should be <ivon 
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throwch Mr. Sun= cho Yuan for the tino bone and solf-zovernnent 
movoezents by thu yoople should be oncowraved insofar as they ronain 
fair and just, anc sacsld make uso of tho: in -radually roaligsinz 
an actunl colf-< .voz:nont amon= tho People of theso two provincos, 
thus layin; firmiy «he foundation ot the self-rovernnment for tho 
fivo provinces 4a North China. 


With rogard to tho Ment Zopoh solf-ravornnent, we should unhold ite

With rovard t> the oxtont of the solf-covermiont, it would, of course, 
bo bottor to lot tho posple have as much liborty as possiblo, but 

for tho prosent, we showld aim at and endoavor for. tho realization 
f such stato e3 will leave no roon Lay he Mencinz Govornnont to 
carry out anii-Jaoenosa ani anti-Mensimlsay pol:cios, and by loaving 
the roast for cradual achtovenens 4a futuro wo should avoid too 

bnety dosire for an acquisition of indopondont powors. 


With rozard to tho ouldance tn bo zivon by us, wo should ondoavor 
princioally to quide in the oconomic fiold, espocially in financo, 
an¢ also, in military affairs, alon; with tho education and fuidanco 
of tho «oneral populace; and in coine so, wo should confine cur 
sauicence in tho ¢onoral lino, leavin:, as much as p»ssible, tho 
dctails to tho task and rosponsibillty of tho Chinese pooplo. In 
this connection, wo should liko so call your special attontion to 

to tho 2ellowinz yvointa: 


In :ivinz -uitnnces thie tine, wo are to take to such measures as 
might be misunderstood (by tho world) that Japan is soins to sot up 
an indedenéent state liko Manchoukuo, or sho ig intondin<z to carry 
out an oxpansion of Kanchi; acecrdinciy, apvointnonts of Jananoso 
auvisors saould de confined to various committoos within the (Hopoh- 
Chahar) political covseil and to the 29th Avny, and thoir nonbors 
ahcule do restricted to the anallost poeaidio numbor; moroover, 

those 50rsomnel and matorial whieh aro nocessery for public utilities 
and oxploitetion of industrios, otc., inclusive of edvisers montionod 
above, should be sourht from Jagan >ropor as far an p%esidble, With 
rowaré to scononie ponetration, 1t chonld bo loft vrincivally to 
voluntary dcbouchrent of private capital, and should be so suidod 

as to servo for the roalization of tho principle of livo and let livo.
